Washington, August 20.—(/)— 
Two moves toward relieving conges- 
tion in federal penitentiaries were drs- 
closed today by President Hoover and 
Attorney-General Mitchell. 

The first, as announced by 
president, contemplates use by the de- 
partinent of justice of three military 
prisons for incarceration of criminals 
until completion of the pending $6,- 
250,000 construction program, Sub- 
sequently the attorney-general said 
the budget bureau had received that 
program, calling for a new peniten- 
tiary in the northeast, industrial re- 
formatory in the west and three short 
term jails in sections yet to be se- 
lected. 

President Confers With Good, 

President Hoover had conferred 
with Secretary wood and Mr. Mitchell 
regarding the availability of the mil- 
itary prisons. ‘They determined the 
disciplinary barracks at Fort Leavy- 
enworth could be turned over to the 
department of justice temporarily as 
soon as the 600 military prisoners 
there could be transferred. 

Phe disciplinary barracks at Gov- 
ernors Island and at Alcatraz also 
were saul to be available if neces- 
sary, but at present the justice de- 
partment does not contemplate their 
use. 

_ Attorney-General Mitchell said the 
Fort Leavenworth barracks eould ac- 
commodate 1,800, and after these bar- 
racks are turned ever in about two 
weeks they probably will be operated 
as a part of Leavenworth peniten- 
tiary. As so as organization is 
completed, prisoners will be trans- 
ferred there from the Atlanta and 
leavenworth penitentiaries, in each 
of which there are now 3.700 pris- 
eners, although the prisons were de. 
signed to hold half as many. 

Prison te Cost $3,000,000. 

The new penitentiary will cost $3.- 
000,000, the reformatory $2,500,000, 
and the three jails $250,000. Mr. 
Mitchell said the program first would 
have to be authorized by the budget 
bureau and congress, and then would 
take about six years for com pletion, 

Phe attorney-general hopes the use 
of the Leavenworth barracks will 
meet the situation until the new pen- 
ientiary is completed. It will be de- 
signed to accommodate 2,000 prison- 
ers, while the industrial reiormatory 
would accommodate 1,000 prisoners

Chief of these was 
that by Senator Redwine providing 
that persons liable to both the gross 
and the net income taxes pay only the 
higher of the two. . Increase in the 
amusement tax rate from two to three 
mills and placing of administration of 
the tax in the state tax commission- 
er’s hands were the two other changes 
approved by the committee, | 

tepresentatives of the retail manu- 
facturing and railroad interests of the 
state appeared before the committee 
and spoke in favor of various amend- 
ments which had been offered.

The gross income tax would impose

FIRED BY SOVIET 


China and Russia Con- 
tinue Skirmishes on Bor- 
der and Fill Mails and 
Wires With Words. 


Tokyo, August 20.— (#) —The 
Russo-Chinese war in Manchuria has 
settled down to a “battle of propa- 
ganda” and is likely to be fought out 
on this line all summer and far into 
the winter, according to reports re- 
ceived here. 

Although accounts of border clashes 
are too frequent permit doubt 
that the situation approaches hostili- 
ties, with considerable loss of life on 
both sides, the main concern of each 
party appears to be to fix the blame 
for these incidents on the other. 

Charges and counter charges of in- 
vasions and other provocations which 
have been exchanged freely in the 
press for the last week or longer, to- 
day were brought to the official no- 
tice of the Japanese government when 
the Chinese minister, Wang Yung- 
Pao, visited the Tokyo foreign office 
and Jaid a full account of Russia‘s 
alleged aggressions before H. Ariti, 
chief of the Asiastic bureau. 

Seeks Only Peace. 

Wang asserted he acted on instruc- 
tions from the nationalist government 
at Nanking. Nanking told him -to in- 
form Japan that Russia definitely 
launched a campaign of border aggres- 
sion on August 16. 

Nevertheless, China intends to re- 


main in peaceful relations with her 
northern neighbor, according to the 
diplomat. Wang denied that the 
Nanking government ever promised to 
reinstate soviet officiala on the Chi- 
nese Eastern railway as a preliminary 
move toward mediation of Russo-Chi- 
nese. difficulties. o~ 

Dispatches to Rengo, Japanese 
news agency, from Harbin today said 
Chinese authorities are using radio 
and newspapers to give widespread

Russians Counter.

Sharp shifts in the proposed tax 
program of the Georgia legislature 
came Tuesday afternoon when tue 
house adopted the senate bill provid- 
ing for the imposition of an incom? 
tax through a constitutional amend- 
ment and a few minutes later tackcd 
on an amendment to the Boykiu stat- 
utory income tax bill which sends 
that measure back to the senace tor 
concurrence, ‘The senate bill intro- 
duced by Senator Lankford and passed 
in that body was adopted in _ the 
house by 138 votes to 42, the 138 be- 
ing the exact number required to pass 
a constitutional amendment in the 
house. 

The Boykin bill, which had passed 
both house and senate, came back to 
the senate With an amendment ex- 
empting insurance companies on the 
ground that the companies pay taxes 
in other ways. This amendment was 
accepted when an amendment to 
the senate amendment was. of- 
fered by Representative Cone ex- 
empting national banks and state 
banks from this tax on the ground 
that national banks are allowed to 


pay taxes in states in only one of 
four ways. It was stated that these 
banks now pay on stocks and that 
the federal government would not per- 
nit payment of the income tax in 
addition, State banks were added to 
the exemption list on the ground that 
it would be unfair to exempt national 
banks and Jet state banks pay the tax. 
This amendment was adopted by a 
vote of 182 to 79. The house then 
concurred in the senate insurance ex- 
emption amendment. This means 
that the bill now will be returned to 
the senate for concurrence in the 
banking exemptions before it goes to 
the governor, 

After the house had adopted the 
Cone bank exemption amendment and 
had concurred in the senate amend- 
ment exempting insurance companies 
Representative Boykin gave notice 
that he would ask the house Wednes- 
day to reconsider its action on the 
Cone bank amendment. The reconsid- 
eration motion will come before the 
house at the Wednesday morning ses- 
sion. Following a debate that lasted 
nearly half an hour over the question 
of holding a night session the house 
finally voted to adjourn to meet again 
at 9 oclock Wednesday morning.

Before the measure was adopted a 
substitute was offered by Repreésenta- 
tives Martin, of Troup, and Key, of 
providing that ad valorem 
taxes be abolished after December 31, 
1931, This substitute was voted down 
by acclamation. The Lankford bill. 
as amended, provides for a four-mill 
tax on ad valorem property after the 
first year of the adoption of an in- 
come tax under an enabling act: a 
two-mill tax after the second year: a 
one-mill tax after the third year and 
abolition of ad valorem taxes after 
the fourth year. The income tax is 
limited to 5 pe cent. The measure 
must be ratified by the people in the 
general election of 1930 before it be- 
eomes a law. It then empowers the 
legislature to enact income tax laws, 
fix taxation rates not to exceed 5 
per cent and to provide for certain

W. T. McCoy, 43, Tuesday morning 
shot and killed his divorced wife, Al- 
berta, 37, and then ended his own life 
with a bullet through his head, fol- 
lowing an argument in the latter's 
home at 1350 Northview drive. 

An inquest was conducted Tuesday 
afternoon by Coroner Paul Donehoo, 
the jury returning a verdict finding 
that MeCoy killed his former wife 
and himself.

New York, August 20.—(United 
News.)-——The greatest burst of activi- 
ty on the Atlantic in many months 
saw a race today of ship-to-shore mail 
planes, the prospective shattering of 
a transoceanic record and the arrival 
here of 6,942 persons—mostly return- 
ing tourists—on eight liners, 

The huge North German Lloyd liner 
Bremen, four days out from Cher- 
bourg, catapulted a mail plane from 
its decks at 5:50 a. m. while 200 miles 
from New York and the plane reached 
here at 7:50 a, m. with thousands of 
letters from Europe. 


But the French liner Ile De France, | 


which had left Europe almost a day | 
'Mediterranean ports; 


before, catapulted a mail plane at 4:58 
a. m. when off Ambrose Light, and 
this plane arrived here at 5:41, two 
hours ahead of the Bremen’s. 

Captain Leopold, Ziegenbern, small 
and dapper skipper of the Bremen, 
stood on the bridge of the liner when 
it passed Ambrose Lightship at 11:54 
a.m. and gave no outward sign of dis- 
appointment at the ship’s failure to 
equal or break the trans-Atlantic rec- 
ord of 4 days 17 heurs 42 minutes it 
set on its maiden voyage. 

Headwinds and rough seas had held 
the Bremen back, so that its time on 
the present crossing was 4 days 19 
hours 4 minutes. 

The 1,996 passengers on the Bremen 
openly voiced their disappointment at 
this falling behind, although they had 
the satisfaction of knowing the liner 
had again made the crossing faster 
than.any other ship. 

Meantime the Cunarder Mauretania.

ship until the Bremen was built, was

Senator Matthews Tuesday issued 
the following statement with refer- 
ence to the good purpose the meas- 
ure, in his opinion, will serve if en- 
acted into law:

structed a similar road under the specifica- 
tions ‘and supervision of the state highway 
department as a part of said designated 
State-naid road system.’ 

“Under the above quoted law, which 
has been the law since 1921,” said 
Senator Matthews, “the monev which 
comes into the hands of the highway 
department, composed of the federal- 
ail money, the license tag taf money 
and that portion of the gasoline tax 
money which is not allocated = to 
schools or to the counties, is required 
to be expended in the counties accord- 
ing to the length of the  state-aid 
road mileage in each county as com- 
pared with the total length of state- 
aid road mileage in the entire state, 
E.very year, and at various times dur- 
ing each year since the highway de- 
partment was reorganized in 1919, 
more miles have been added to the 
state highway system; thus, of course, 
thanging the proportion that the 
length in each county bears to the 
total leagth of state-aid road mileage.

Corrects An Injastice. 

“The Matthews highway equaliza- 
tion bill is intended to correct this 
unjust and unfair condition; which 
is the result of polities and not of 
adherence to the law. It provides that 
the state auditor, on December 31, 
1929, shall ascertain and determine 
the amount that each county should 
have received, year by year, since the 
reorganization of the highway depart- 
ment, computing the amount that 
each county should have received each 
year on the basis of mileage existing 
in the state and the counties of the 
state on the first day of Jannary of 
each year+ beginning with the year 
1020. Each county is to be credited 
with the total amount that it would 
have received on this basis and charged 
with the total amount that has been 
actually received by the county in con- 
struction and maintenance work with- 
in its limits. Each county shal ve 
advised how it stands; and a simi- 
lar record shall be kept in the future 
—crediting each county with what it 
should have received and charging it 
with what it has received during each 
year. Each county is charged with 
interest at 5 per cent on amounts re- 
ceived for maintenance and construc- 
tion in excess of such county’s pro- 
portionate part based on state-aid 
road mileage; and each county is 
credited with interest at 5 per cent 
on such amount which it should have 
and did not receive on this basis. 

Provisions of Measure. 


“My. bill provides that no county 
shall continue for a longer period 
than five years without, at some time 
during this five years, such county 
receiving its proportionate part of the 
money which has already been expend- 
ed and which will be expended in the 
future; and, further, that any coun- 
ty which bas money which it should 
have and has not received 
above outlined basis, and which coun- 
ty is a creditor of the highway de- 
partment, may be repaid by the bigh-

“The measure seeks to prevent po-

the several counties of the state, 

“The only possible way for coun- 
ties which have advanced money to 
the highway department to be _ re- 
paid; and they are repaid fairly, just- 
ly, and equitably under this law. This 
my measure seeks to accomplish. 

“If made a law this measure will 
insure safety and satisfaction to the 
one hundred and sixty-one counties in 
this state, and at the same time per- 
mit the building of continuous high- 
ways in all the counties in the state, 
with a premium to those counties who 
fre not first served for waiting their 
turn.”

PLEASES WORLD 
LEADERS, MADDOX SAYS 


Atlanta Banker Is Home 
From Economic Con- 


gress. 


Economic leaders of the world, gath- 
ering together recently for the. fifth 
biennial conference based upon the 
theory of improving world trade by 
taking business and international eco- 
nomic problems out of the fealms of 
politics, are unusually optimistic of 
the present situation. : 

This opinion - was forthcoming 
Tuesday through Robert F. Maddox, 
chairman of the board of the Atlanta 
& Lowry National bank, when he re- 
turned to his desk and business rou- 
tine after attending the world con- 
gress of the International Chamber 


of Commerce as delegate of the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ Association. 

Mr. Maddox pointed out four high 
lights of the conference. “Most im- 
portant of the activities of the con- 
gress at Amsterdam, Holland, was the 


unanimous recommendation of approv-. 


al given the Young reparations plan 
by the representatives of finance and 
trade from all parts of the world,” 
the well-known Atlanta banker stated, 
Young Plan Praised. 

“The assembled economic leaders 
hailed the Young plan as a notable 
accomplishment for harmonizing the 
post-war relations of the nations of 
the world. If carried out the repara- 
tions plan will do more to bring about 
stabilization of business throughout the 
world and to settle the war questions 
than any other measure. 

“Another topic receiying consider- 
able discussion at the congress was 
the matter of new tariff rates being 
fixed by America. European finan- 
cial and trade representatives feared 
an adverse effect on their exports as 
a result of American tendency toward 
higher tariff rates. At one time they 
threatened to combat this move’ by 
formation of a federation of European 
nations for that purpose, but the mat- 
ter quieted down without any action 


being taken and the delegates from 
other countries were assured by the 


American representatives that the 
tariff changes would not result in 
serious hindrances to their countries. 

“On the whole there were greater 
signs of harmony in relationship be- 
tween the countries represented than 
ever witnessell before. A movement 
was started to bring about uniform 
law in regard to internativnal air 
transportation, which is a big factor 
in Europe and growing rapidly,” Mr. 
Maddox. reported. Mr. Maddox, who 
was a member of the air transporta- 
tion committee, as well as a member 
of the financial committee, made a 
study of the principal features of air 
transportation development on the 
continent and was imp with the 
progress made there and the future 
possibilities for America and the rest 
of the world in aerial transportation. 


. IMscuss tilities. 


“A fourth outstanding topic at the 
congress related to private ownership 
of utilities as opposed to government 
ownership. The American delegation 
recommended the former as a means 
to national and world prosperity and 
its views were accepted with some 
reservations.” 


Mr. Maddox sailed for Europe on 


June 29, accompanied by his wife. 
He attended the sessions of the con- 
gress at Amsterdam which last dur- 
ing the week of July 8 and then con- 
tinued his tour in Europe, returning 
to Atlanta Monday. He was enthu- 
siastic over the conditions of pros- 
perity in agriculture, business and fi- 
wena fields found here upon his 
return.

The Limitation of Taxation. 


It does not appear to be generally 
known that none of the constitutions 
of the state, from the original one in 
1777 down to that of. 1865, made by 
a convention of the white people called 
under a recommendation by President 
Andrew Johnson, to Provisional Gov- 
ernor James Johnson, and presided 
over by our own distinguished Her- 
schel V.-Johnson, contained any in- 
structions or limitations upon the 
power of the legislature to levy taxes. 


The right of the state to levy taxes 
for the support and defense of the 
state, and for the public welfare, was 
taken for granted, for 88 years, as 
a sovereign and indefeasible right, to 
be exercised by the people’s represen- 
occasion and emergency 
That is, indeed, the 
original and true American and demo- 
cratic theory of governmental taxa- 
tion. 

But in 1865 the convention put into 
the constitution the following decla- 
ration: 

“The power of taxation over the 
whole state shall be exercised by the 
general assembly only to raise reve- 
nue for the support of government. to 
pay the public debt, to provide for 
the common defense, and for such 
other purposes as the general assembly 
may be specially required or empow- 
ered to accomplish by this constitu- 
tion.” 

Notice the word “only” followed 
by the enumeration of the objects for 
which taxes might be levied. But the 
words “for the support of government” 
were capable of very elastic interpre- 
tation and authorization.

mitteed a constitution, framed under 
the convention presidency of Rufus B. 
Bullock, of Augusta. In a poll of 
160,316 votes the constitution was 
ratified by 89,007 as against 71,509 
to reject it. 

That constitution contained the fol- 
lowing provision on the subject of tax- 
ation: 

“The power of taxation over the 
whole state shall be exercised by the 
general assembiy only to raise reve- 
nue for the support of government, to 
pay the publie debt, to provide a gen- 
eral school fund, for common defense 
and for public improvement; and tax- 
ation on property shall be, ad valorem 
only, and uniform on all species of 
property taxed.”

EMERGENCY RESUSCITATION 
APPARATUS. 

It is a sad commentary on the ap- 
titude of the medical profession when 
the local fire department, police or: 
public utilities crew takes charge of | 
the business of resuscitation, but, then, 
perhaps such burlesque performances‘: 
happen only in. Toonerville or in the 
imagination of a reporter who arrived 
late at the scene. 

Many hick towns throughout this 
country are stuck with a resuscitation 
machine, a curious gadget that is nec- 
essarily marketed much as so-called 
mechanical ventilation equipment is 
sold to the politicians who have charge 
of public schools. These lung motors 
and pulmoters are not entirely safe 
even in the hands of physicians; 
when they are entrusted to policemen, 
firemen, plumbers and gas and elec- 
tric company employes they become a 


veritable menace to the life of any 
victim of asphyxiation. It has been 
proved over and over again that sim- 
ple manual manipulation, that is, arti- 
ficial respiration by the prone press- 


ure method of Schaefer, is always 


more efficient than any machine; and; 


unless this first aid treatment is ad- 
ministered immediately when the vie- 
tim is rescued death is likely to oc- 
cur anyway before a machine or a 
crew of “experts” to handle the ma- 
chinery can be brought to the scene 
or the victim carried to the machine. 
It would be only justice if any per- 
son who stands by and fails to apply 
Schaefer's method while awaiting the 
arrival of a machine or an “expert” 
in such an emergency were jailed a 
year for contributory negligence in 
case the victim succumbs. 

Where these machines are available 
the public conscience is generally 
pretty flabby. Few citizens know 
how to apply thig life saving treat- 
ment in an emergency, and few care 
to learn. They salve their conscience 
by hoping that if such an emergency 
happens to them or theirs, the ma- 
chine will be able in time to save 
life. I venture to say that no life 
has ever been saved by such a ma- 
chine that would not have been more 
surely saved by Schaefer's prone pres- 
sure. (One must discount the news- 
paper publicity so kindly given the 
machines in these cases. 

The Brooklyn Borough Gas Com- 
pany, serving among other sections 
Coney Island, maintains, not a lung 
machine, but an inhalator and a crew 
of men trained in applying the Schaef- 
er method together with inhalations of 
o per cent carbon dioxide and orxy- 
gen mixture, as recommended by Hen- 
derson. This is a fine example for 
other utility corporations and for mn- 
nicipalities where life saving is reck- 
oned a public service. The H. H. 
Inhalator used for the purpose con- 
sists of a pair of tanks of compressed 
ready mixed carbon dioxide and oxy- 
gen, with a mask having inflatable 
rim to fit snugly over the face and an 
inflatable rubberized canvas bag and 
necessary valves for regulating the 
supply of gas and insuring free ac- 
cess of air in case the gas gives out 
or fails. Vrofessor Henderson showed 
that such a mixture of carbon dioxide 
with oxygen or aw not only stimulates 


f or elimination through the lungs 
of various poisons that may seriously 
impair or stop the breathing.

‘history has idealism, democracy and 


freedom of mankird been shouted from 
the housetops as in China today—and 
seldom have a people had less freedom 
of speech or action than under the 
rein of the leaders who are constant- 
ly proclaiming the gospel of the broth- 
erhood of man. 

No man could fail to indorse the 
principles that are being preached and 
no man could fail to condemn the 


practices which are actually in effect. 


A treaty with China, not backed up 
by the mailed fist, is not worth the 
paper it is written on; theft and cor- 
ruption in public office is rife and 
persecution constant. 

This is the government which, in 
strenuous cry, is calling for the abo- 
lition of the extraterritorial treaties, 
which are the only guarantee of jus- 
tice to life and property to be found 
in China today. 

The kuomingtang party, which is 
the nationalist government, is as a 
matter of fact not a party but a clique. 
Less than a dozen men control the 
party—and fast falls the head that 
dares to oppose. 

Only recently the North China Star, 
an American newspaper which has 
been friendly in its attitude to the 
Nanking government, was suppressed 
because in some way or other it dis- 
pleased the powers-that-be. On May 
4 the North China Daily News, the 
leading British paper in Shanghai, 
was deprived of postal facilities, re- 
gardless of the fact that this was a 
breach of the postal union existing 
between all couuatries. 

; The government has requested the 
Shanghai foreign council to suppress 
the bulletins issued by the Shanghai 
publicity bureau. These bulletins are 
published for the , urpose of giving the 
facts on Chinese issues to the people 
of America and Europe. 

_ Along this same line of withhold- 
ing not only from the Chinese people, 
but from the outside world as well, 
all information save that the officials 
see fit to issue, was the veiled threat 
received by Stirling Fessenden, who 
for six years has been chairman of 
the international council of Shang- 
hai, upon his recent departure for a 
lengthy visit to the United States. 
Ilere is an extract from a letter of 
farewell, received by Mr. Fessenden 
just befere he departed: 

“In view of your residence in China 
for a period of over twenty years, you 
are looked on as well-versed in Chi- 
nese affairs. The real situation in 
China, because, of your limited knowl- 
edge of the language, etc., has not 
been available to you in all its mani- 
fold phases.

The national government on April 

1929, promulgated a decree aim- 
ing a‘ the protection of the rights of 
man. While the order recognized the 
rights of man under three headings 
person, liberty and property, these 
rights are not defined. This order 
only forbids violation of these rizhts 
by a private individual or by a cor- 
poration, but fails to restrict govern- 
mental organs. A private person or 
Corporations is prohibited from at- 
tempting acts of encroachment upon 
another man’s person, liberty and 
property, but the country is sufferin 
very much more through and from jI- 
legal acts of the governmental organs 
or acts done in the name of the gov- 
ernment and the party. ‘ 


For example, all interference with 
the liberty. of speech and publication 
confiscation of private property and 
recent attempts at nationalization 
(which is another form of confisca- 
tion) of electric and inlustrial plants 
in several cities—al] these have been 
done in the name of some government 
organ. The order in question seems 
to have afforded no protection or 
guarantee to the people against these 
acts of the government itself. A pub- 
lic officer may, indeed, start a con- 
flagration, but the people must not 
light their tiny lamps. The order is 
of a mandatory nature carrying a pen- - 
alty according to law. It omits to 
state What law or kind of law will 
be applicable in a case of this sort, 
and should an act of unlawful viola- 
tion be perpetrated under, or in the 
name of the government or party, the 
aggrieved person is without any re- 
dress.” 

_ The article goes on to quote an in- 
cident which occurred recently where 
the manager of a commercial concern 
Was arrested, imprisoned and brutally 
flogged. It says “he was eventually 
released, but had in the meantime been 
so badly maltreated that he had to be 
carried out on a wooden board and 
was in such a condition that he had 
to be taken direct to a hospital. On 
arrival there his clothes were covered 
with blood stains and were sticking 
to the many wounds incurred in flog- 
ging and had to be removed by a doe- 
tor., His legs had been put between 
boards.

RAY OF HOPE 
FOR FUTURE. 

I have tried to give a picture of the 
China today as it appears to the seek- 
er after the real inside of conditions 
surrounding the great mass of suffer- 
ing miserable yellow people.

IN NAVAL ARMS STUDY 


‘MacDonald Declares Search 
for Yardstick Meeting 
With Success. 


Lossiemouth, August 20.—(?)-— 
Progress in the search for a yardstick 
to measure Anglo-American naval 
strength was reported today by Prime 
Minister Ramsay MacDonald. -« - 
“The laborite leader of the British 
government revealed that Ambassa- 
dor Dawes made a special trip to Scot- 
land for the purpose of discussing the 
message from Washington o the dis- 
armament conversations which have 
been proceeding for weeks between the 
two governments. 

“A world conference—say a resump- 
tion of the Washington disarmament 
conference, before 1931, the date now 
fixed for it—is at the back of our 
minds all the time,” said Mr. Mac- 
Donald. 

Referring th the Washington mes- 
sage which sent Ambassador Dawes 
north to Seotland to confer with hii, 
Prime Minister MacDonald said: “This 


message, with one I sent from here 
shortly after my arrival, marks a dis- 
tinct advance in our conversations. 
“We have been working all the time 
at the problem which hitherto has 
baffled representatives of both coun- 
tries. ' 
Three Positions Seen. 

“As at the Geneva naval conference 
our task has been to reconcile three 
positions—American claims for parity, 
which we admit; British necessities 
which have no relation at all to Ameri- 
can building and the desire common to 
both governments, the reduction of 
armaments,” 

The second point mentioned by Mr. 
MacDonald, the British necessities 
which have no relation to American 
naval plans, are those determined hy 
British empire relafions and respon- 
sibilities. 

Frankness Evident. 

“If the exchange of views and arg‘- 
ments whieh have taken place ever 
are published,” said Mr. MacDonald 
today, “it will be seen that these ques- 
tions have been discussed with great 
frankness, the best of good-will and 
increasing understanding of the posi- 
tion of both sides.

Mr. Shelton said that he is advised 
that at the present time every large 
county in Georgia except Atlanta and 
Columbus operates city and county 
schools as one unit. 

“Neither College Park nor East 
Point has a member of the board re- 
siding within these cities. When, how- 
ryever, they voted to come into the coun- 
ty system, the first act of the county 
school board was to spend $135,000 
in erecting and equipping an addi- 
tion to the Russell High school in 
East Point in order to provide better 
high school facilities for the children 
of that section of the county. The 
county commissioners appropriated 
$100,000 of the funds required for this 
purpose,” said Mr. Shelton. 

The principal change in the recent 
law is simply a change of manage- 
ment, Mr. Shelton said. He express- 
‘ed the opinion that the present law 
requiring the city to appropriate 26 
per cent of the gross revenue to the 
support of the schools and to fur- 
nish free text books would continue 
| in force.

MRS. PRICE DISCUSSES 
MERGER OF SYSTEMS. 

In a statement concerning’ the 
school merger question, Mrs. George 
W. Price, chairman of the board of 
lady visitors to the board of educa- 
tion, said: 

“After several days of discussion 
the real reasons for the proposed At- 
lanta-Fulton county consolidation ref- 
erendum are just about as much a 
mystery as ever. Those who appar- 
ently favor the bill have been quite 
general in their arguments as to the 
voad that might be accomplished. A 
careful study of the bill leads one to 
feel that the major problem is not one 
of better schools but of more money. 
In other words it is not a question of 
school consolidation but a question of 
taxation. 

“If you will read the bill carefully 
‘you will find that the Kempton meas- 
jure guarantees to the Fulton county 
i board of education all of the revenue 
' that the city schools now get for cur- 
| rent expenses. And the fact that noth- 


ing is said about it indicates that the 
city is also to retire the three and 
one-half million in school bends re- 
cently floated. In other words, were 
| the Kempton measure approved Ful- 
‘ton county could use our city school 
i buildings and school equipment to edu- 
‘eate the county children and at the 
| same time call upon the city to pay 
$3.500.000 in bonds outstanding. 

“Summarizing the financial pro- 
visions of this measure and keeping 
in mind what it does not provide, the 
city of Atlanta under this measure (1) 
would continue to be forced to pro- 
vide just as much money as at pres- 
ent for the schools. Each year city 
council would be called upon to turn 
over to the Fulton county board of 
education 26 per cent of the total reve- 
nue of the city and snch other spe- 
cial revenue as go directly to the 
schools, such as state tuition funds, 
vocational funds, ete. 
Must Care for Bonds. 
Meanwhile the city taxpayers 
‘and city council would be ealled upon 
‘ty provide funds in addition to the 
shove 26 per cent to take care of the 
interest and fund on these 
Donde, ‘ 

“() In addition to these the Ful- 
ton county board of edueation would 
have the right to levy on city property 
without further legislation or vote of 
the people a tax of 7 1-2 mills. In 
'practical terms this means that if 
this measure is approved and becomes 
‘a Jaw property owners in the city of 
| Atlanta next year, in adition to their 
|15 mills ($1.50) city tax and the 11 
($1.10) state and county tax, 
may be required to pay an additional 
'7 1-2 mills special school tax. It has

the above. It is strange that 
these same interests have thus far 
raised no voice of protest against the 
Kempton measure.

GAINES WRITES VIEWS 
ON MERGER QUESTION. 

W. W. Gaines, well known At- 
lanta attorney who has been a mem- 
ber of the board of education for nine 
years, and who has served as its 
chairman, has written a letter to 
Philip Alston, president of the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce, in which 
as a member of the present board Mr. 
Gaines discusses the school merger 
proposition as follows: 

My dear Mr. Alston: I have learned 
today that you have been directed as 
president to write to the school com- 
missioners of certain counties in the 
state which have county-wide school 
systems asking their views of the de- 
sirability of such a system. 

I would like to say that for a num- 
ber of years I have been studying 
somewhat systematically the consoli- 
dation idea; and have thought that 
before a great while we might have it 
in this community. 

I know something about the sys- 
tems in Bibb county (Macon), Chat- 
ham county (Savannah), Richmond 
county (Augusta) and Glynn county 
(Brunswick). ‘They have been con- 
solidated systems for many years; all 
of them since before the adoption of 
the constitution of 1877. 

In Bibb county and in Chatham 
county they have a county-wide sys- 
tem under self-perpetuating board of 
trustees, perhaps 40 members more or 
less. Occasionally, a fight has been 
made on these boards but they have 
always weathered the storm. They 
have been composed of very high class 
men. And there has grown up a sen- 
timent in favor of them, as the sys- 
lems in these counties have existed 
tor probably 100 vears. 

In Richmond and Glynn counties the 
hoard is composed of a smaller num- 
| ee and elected by the people of the 
county. 

So far as T know these systems 
have been satisfactory. 1 think “in 
every instance they have the power to 
levy taxes for the support of the 
school, 

You will note, I am sure, that these 
Systems are very different from that 
proposed for Fulton county. Here the 
grand jury is to elect the board mem- 
bers; and in scarcely any respect is 
the proposed plan comparable to the 
four above mentioned systems except 
in the one thing of being county wide. 

he many distinetions I am sure have 
already been pointed ont to you by 
the newspaper discussions of the past 
few days. 

I have a feeling that a satisfactory 
plan of consolidation could be worked 
out. If the proponents of the meas- 
ure had proceeded in an open in- 
stead of hidden and secret way, a plan 
might have been agreed upon that 
would have been satisfactory to all. 
| While I think our system is a good 
one and that it is doing good work. 
I myself, as you may know. have been 
‘seeking to bring about some improve- 
iments. Lam wondering if the Cham- 
| ber of Commerce might not be able to 
bring about a plan for non-action un- 
der the new proposal, and give all of 
the parties concerned a chance to 
come together on a consolidation propo- 
sition by the time the legislature 
meets again two years from now. J] 
think it would be most unfortunate for 
our people torn asunder by the issues 
and animosities of a city-wide political 
campaign on the matter. Especially 
is this true when the plan proposed 
will not bring about any appreciable 
saving of cost—and money seems to 
be the main thing involved. The peo- 
ple got together on annexation: might 
they not do so on schools:

On State Capitol Given

Appropriation for Reno- 
vation Is Backed by

After the house committee on appro- 
priations returned a favorable report 
Tuesday on a measure appropriating 
$250,000 for the repair and renova- 
tion of the state capitol and for the 
purchase of two additional lots oppo-

“nounced that it would spare no effort 


to bring this measure up in the house 
at the earliest possible moment. 

Governor L. G. Hardman is one of 
the chief sponsors of this bill and 
he hopes to get the bill adopted so 
that a comprehensive plan can be 
earried out for the renovation and 
improvement of the state capitol, both 
inside and outside, 

For many years the appropriation 
for the maintenance of the capitol has 
been so small that not enough money 
was left over after maintenance ex- 
penuses were paid to provide for the 
needed repairs, As a result of this 
policy the building has lapsed into a 
state of decay that has attracted the 
attention of the members of the leg- 
islature. 

Plastering Is Falling. 

At present the plastering is falling 
from the ceilings of the building. The 
woodwork is decaying and is scarred 
and stained. The office furniture is 
out of date and insufficient for the 
growing needs of many of the depart- 
ments. The building is badly crowded 
and there is need for much additional 
room.

Chicago, August 20.—(AP)

@ Klein stands six feet one in his 


spiked shoes and weighs close to 200. 
But find an ounce of fat in this man 
mountain! He is as hard as granite. 
His hands, wrists, forearms and shoul- 
ders are massive. He has the chest of 
a gorilla. His hips are slender, and 
he walks with the rolling gait of a 
sailor. 

“Chuck” isn't handsome in the movie 
sense, but he is clean-cut, virile. a 
descendant of pioneers, hard-working 
men, 

“I have strength in my arms and 
shoulders and 1 can swing a bat with 
every bit of strength I have.” he said. 
“If I hit the ball fair it’s a home run.” 

EXPLANATION. 

That is his imple explanation of 
how he has clouted more than 30 
home runs this season. 

“Opposing pitchers don’t bother me 
much,” “Powderhouse” continued. “I 


wouldn't say this one is harder to hit 


than that one. They all try the same 
tricks, the main difference being that 
some are successful and some aren't. 
“Here's an instance. I hit four or 
five home runs on inside curve balls. 
‘Dutch’ Henry, in New York. discor- 
ered this, and the New York pitching 
staff never let me look at an inside 
curve. But I managed to smack two 
or three homers when they handed me 
fast balls on the outside. 

“These same pitchers whe discer- 
ered I would murder an inside curve 
are still letting me look at fast ones 
on the outside. and I'm getting alonz 
all right on them. 


IT ISN’T EASY. 

“Hitting home runs isn't the main 
thing in baseball. ‘The fans make the 
life of a home run hitter miserable. 
No matter what the score is, how 
many are on base or who the opposing 
pitcher is, if a batter has made a few 
homers the minute he comes to the 
plate the fans start yelling for a home 
run. And if the batter deesn't de- 
liver hes a bum. 

“Many times I hit a ball to the out- 
field much harder than I do the home 
runs that go over the wall. Maybe 
thats where any magic in the thing 
comes in. ‘There certainly isn’t any 
science to it. There isn’t a batter in 
the business who can tell whether tne 
ball he hits is going over the wall vr 
is going to be a pop fly. After the 
bat connects with the ball—that’s 
when you know. When you get that 
solid smack, connecting about six 
inches trom the end of the bat, you 
know the ball is going to places out- 
side the park. 

“I think it takes a strong man to 
make baseballs travel. I have always 
worked hard and played hard. When 


1 was a kid I worked in summer at 
road building. I could swing a heavy 
sledge hammer as easily as I tow 
sWing a bat. 

“Before that I worked on the farm. 
I’m just another country boy who 
finally reached the city. And believe 
me, I don’t mind one bit when the 
time comes around for me to go back 
to the farm in the fall.

“When I finished schof I worked 
jin a steel mill in Indianapolis. From 


morning until night I tossed steel in-. 


gots around and helped with hunks of 
steel that weighed several hundred 
pounds. It was either make or break. 
Well, they didn’t break me. In be- 
tween times, I Jearned to play baseball 
with the steel mill team. 

“As a kid I could hit a ball hard, 
when I hit it, but I wasn’t much of 
a player compared with my brothers, 
Ed and Frank. I believe that if Ed 
had become a professional ball play- 
er he would have been one of the 
greatest in the business.”

COPPER. 


Mine production of copper in the 
United States during July was 79,329 
tons, as reported by the American 
bureau of metal statistics. This was 
a decrease of more than 3,000 tons 
from the June production, and the 
lowest monthly output since Septem- 
ber, 1928. Smelter production de- 
clined slightly, while refined stocks 
reached the largest total since July, 
1927—97.729 tons. 

The increase in stocks was due 
mainly to a decrease in more than 
8,000 tons in export shipments. Ex- 
ports in July totaled 40.204 tons for 
North and South America, the small- 
est since Fébruary, 1926. 

Domestic shipments, on the other 
hand, increased more than 3,000 tons 
above the month previous. and were 
the highest since April. This consti- 
tutes a big bull point, while the drop 
in export shipments was given a bull- 
ish twist by taking it as a reflection 
of a backed-up demand in Europe 
which is sooner or later bound to de- 
velop. 

So far in August, buying from fer- 
eign sources has been on a big scale, 
with the rate around 50,000 tons a 
month. Likewise, the domestic de- 
mand has grown, especially for im- 
mediate delivery. Some domestic 
business is being booked for Septem- 
ber, though little is yet reported for 
October. 

The critical period in the industry 
centering around a possible price cut 
for the metal has probably passed. 
However, with the prevailing high 
rate of production adequate to meet 
consumption, users must be induced 
to return to a forward buying policy 
before prices are likely again to be 
advanced. 

The foreign market continues to re- 
flect the underlying position in the 
industry. With increasing demand 
from this source and the resulting ef- 
fect on the domestic market, the pos- 
sibility of a fall development becomes 
more feasible. 

Though July statistics were fairly 
well received, copper securities con- 
tinue to have difficulty in recapturing 
lost ground,

FLORIDA CITRUS _ |. 
PACKERS MERGE 
UNDER NEW. PLAN 


Tampa, Fla., August 20.—(4)—Of- 
ficials of the Florida Citrus Exchange, 
the International Fruit Corporation 
and the Iacerne Park Fruit Associa- 
tion, meeting in New York city yester- 
day, reached an agreement under 
which the two latter organizations 
would become affiliated with the ex- 
change, according to an announc:- 
ment by C. C, Commander, general 
manager of the exchange. The plan 
must be ratified by the directors of 
three corporations before becoming ef- 
fective, Mr. Commander added. 

The merger plan was the result of 
efforts of a committee of exchange di- 
rectors working with grower-shipper 
interests in this state, to carry out 
suggestions of the federal farm board 
that combination of the state's ship- 
ping interests to establish a unified 
marketing progran. was necessary be- 
fore it could lend money to the citrus 


business, Mr. Commander explained.

The buoyance of the so-called “blue 
chip” issues, or those’ selling above 
200, was so startling that Wall Street 
generally could account for it by no 
other theory than that investment 
trust accumulation of these issues had 
markedly curtailed the floating sup- 
ply. The rapidity of the advance in 
these issues prompted many traders to 
take profits in fear of a corrective 
reaction and many gains were lost be- 
fore the close. 

Credit conditions remained comfort- 
able, although bankers still look for 
some tightening of rates before the en: 
of the week. Call money held at ¢ 
per cent and calling of loans was negli- 
sible, there was no change in time 
money. A few bankers’ acceptance 
dealers in New York and Boston in- 
creased their rates for the longer ma- 
turities, but this was regarded as 
merely readjustment in preparation 
for the autumn demands. 

The federal reserve candition state- 
ment of weekly reporting member 
banks showed that the system was 
meeting with considerable success ‘1 
diverting funds from the stock market 
into commerce. Loans on securities 
were reduced $153.000,000, while busi- 
ness loans, classed as “all other,” in- 
creased $41,000,000. 

Despite the emphatic irregularity of 
prince trends in the late afternoon, 
was generally favorable, and 
Street foresaw nothing more 
than minor corrective reactions in 
store for the stock market. Announce- 
of the formation of the Blue 

Corporation, an _ investment 
company with authorized capital of

funds will be obtained through the 
publie offering today by the National 
City Company of $6,250,000 thirty- 
year 6 per cent income debentures 


and 62,500 shares of common stock 
of the National Hotel of Cuba Cor- 
poration, and the sale to the United 
States Realty and Improvement Com- 
pany of 14,500 shares of $6 cumu- 
lative preferred stock without par va- 
jue, comprising the entire issue, and 
part of the common stock for a cash 
sum of more than $1,300,000. 

The debentures and common stock 
will be placed on the market in units. 
consisting of $100 principal amount 
of debentures and one share of eom- 
mon stock, and will be priced at $100 
per unit. 

Upon completion of the buildings, 
which are expected to be ready for 
the tourist season of 1930-31, the net 
carnings of the corporation, after 
amortization, available for interest 
and United States income taxes, are 
estimated at $935,300 per annum, 
equivalent to approximately 2.5 times 
the maximum annual interest charges 
on the income debentures, Pending 
complete retirement of the income de- 
bentures and preferred stock. net earn- 
ings after interest, taxes and preferred 
dividends, are to be applied to the re- 
tirement of the issue all of which, eal- 
culated on the basis of estimated earn- 
ings, will have been retired on or be- 
fore March 1, 1942.
